Alliance, Ohio, April 23.—The repub­ 
lican convention of the Eighteenth dis­ 
trict of Ohio was held here Wednesday. 
The expressions going out from it 
in respect to the curency question and 
the popular demand for McKinley were 
of importance, the district being the 
one he represented in congress for four­ 
teen years, and its constituency is made 
up of his friends and neighbors and 
capable of interpreting his views. 
The delegates were instructed to vote 
for McKinley. 
Congressman Taylor, whom the con­ 
vention renominated, says that the re­ 
publicans are opposed to the free-coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to I. 
The speech of Judge Day, who was 
McKinley’s assignee in conjunction with 
H. H. Kohlsaat and M. T. Herrick a few 
years ago, and a life-long neighbor of 
McKinley, is perhaps a pretty accurate 
summing vip of the expectations and 
Leliefs of those who are in the confi­ 
dence of the Ohio man.

the fact that after McKinley had first 
been nominated for congress he was 
ever afterward chosen by acclamation, 
and to his unfaltering courage, after 
the reverses of 1892, he then declared: 
“Then was a time when one blast upon 
the bugle-horn were worth a thousand 
men. 
McKinley then said the repub­ 
lican party adheres to its principles in 
defeat as well as victory. 
The people 
of the country with solid acclaim now 
demand the nomination of William Mc­ 
Kinley. Public sentiment thus strong 
bas never yet been successfully defied. 
The people still rule in these United 
States and they mean to select their 
own standard-bearer for 1896.”

Cockrell Amendmeot Adopted, Contin­ 
uing Appropriations for Two Years 
—General Pension Bill 
Reported 
to 
the House—President Vetoes 
Two Bills—Washington News. 


Washington, April 23.—The senate 
Wednesday disposed of the sectarian 
school question by adopting a compro­ 
mise framed by Senator Cockrell (Mo.). 
The Indian bill, as it came from the 
house, provided that “no money herein 
appropriated sh^ll be paid for education 
in sectarian schools.” 
This provision 
is struck out by the Cockrell amend­ 
ment, as adopted, and it is declared to 
be the settled policy of the government 
to make no appropriations for sectarian 
schools after July I, 1898, thus giving 
two years for the abandonment of sec­ 
tarian schools, instead of an immediate 
abandonment. The amendment was 
adopted by the decisive vote of 38 to 24. 
Mr. Sherman, from the committee on 
foreign affairs, reported a resolution pro­ 
viding for the apppointment of a special 
committee of five senators to proceed 
to Alaska and inquire into the condition 
of the fishing industry, the preserva­ 
tion of the fur seals, the development 
of the country and the fixing of the 
boundary between Alaska and British 
North America. 
The resolution pro­ 
vides that the secretary of the treasury 
shall place a suitable vessel at the ser­ 
vice of the senators when they reach 
Sitka.

PEN 8IO N B IL L IN T H E HOUSE. 


Im p o rta n t A m en d m en ts P roposed in th e 
M easure P resen ted . 
Washington, April 23.—The

It amends the existing pen­ 
sion laws in some very important re­ 
spects. 
Mr. Bickler, the chairman of 
the committee, addressed the house for 
three hours in support of it. 
The bill makes presumption of death 
of an enlisted man exist if no tidings 
have been heard from him for seven 
years; it provides that desertion or dis­ 
honorable discharge shall not be a bar 
to a pension under the act of 1890 if the 
enlisted man has served ninety days 
subsequent to such discharge; it pro­ 
vides that pensions allowed shall date 
from their first application; it fixes the 
maximum income of a widow entitled 
to a pension under the act of 1890 at 
$300 per annum; it provides that no 
pension shall be reduced or discontin­ 
ued except for fraud or recovery from 
disability, and that discontinued pen­ 
sions, when reconsidered and reallowed 
shall date fronuiheir discontinuance.

Suggestions. 
Mayor Baines subm itted his mes­ 
s a g e to the council last night saying: 
G e n t l e m e n of t h e Common Co u n c il: 
In subm itting to you my annual mes­ 
sage as nsvor, I shall present to yon 
as concisely as I can, a few sugges­ 
tions relative to the city government. 
Since my message of last year, the 
city has adopted such provisions of 
the General Charter Law of Wiscon­ 
sin as enable us to raise by taxation 
such money as may be necessary to 
defray the proper expenses of the 
city. 
Prior to this change in our 
charter, we were confined to specified 
sums of money for each muoioipal pur­ 
pose. 
As the charter now stands we 
can raise such am ounts as we may 
need, the taxation however, for all 
purposes, being lim ited to three per 
oent. upon our appraised valuation. 
The city had not only outgrown the 
special lim itations of the charter, but 
by reason of its growth and increased 
necessities, it had been necessary to 
borrow money from time to time with 
which to meet expenses, and for a 
large part of the year 1893 and 1894 
the city had been practically carried 
along upon the mayor’s promissory 
notes. 
At the commencement of last 
year we owed for money borrowed in 
this somewhat irregular way, $12,500. 
This sum extended into the taxes of 
last year, and made the assessment of 
1895 higher by th at amount. 
Fortu­ 
nately we do not have to meet any 
such item in the estimates for this 
year, and it is my earnest hope that 
all departm ents of the city g vern- 
m ent will recognize the need of rigid 
economy in this year’s expenditures, 
and will aid us in keeping taxation 
down to the lowest point consistent 
w ith a proper management of public 
affairs. 
Officers Are F aithful. 
I feel well w arranted in saying th at 
all city officers daring the year just 
ended, have been faithful in the dis­ 
charge of their duties. 
The health 
office has been well administered, and 
while there have been many cases of 
contagious diseases they have all been 
held in check, and we have had noth­ 
ing 
approaching an epidemic. 
We 
have now on the police force only the 
city marshal and two patrolmen. This 
force is smaller, I believa, than th at 
of any other city of the size of Janes­ 
ville in the state. Still with this small 
force, the city has been well cared for. 
There has been but little crime, and 
street disturbances are rare, and we 
have been practically free from annoy­ 
ance from tram ps and vagrants. 
We appropriated for the use of the 
public schools last year $23,000. 
I 
tru st this am ount will be found suffic­ 
ient for their needs the coming year. 
While the public money th a t is needed 
for educational purposes should never 
be given grudgingly, yet economy in 
th a t branch of the city government is 
as essential as in all others, and all 
unneoessary 
expenses 
should 
be 
avoided. 
Since my former message 
the new high school has been com­ 
pleted. 
It is a building of which the 
city may well be proud, and is not sur­ 
passed by any in the state. 
Library is Cramped. 
The quarters now occupied by the 
public library 
are 
becoming small 
and cramped for its use and the time 
is 
rapidly 
approaching 
when a 
larger room m ast be obtained. 
The 
grow th 
of the 
library is in every 
way satisfactory, and its constantly 
increasing patronage is 
evidence of 
the regard of the public for it. 
The 
small sum annually given to the in­ 
stitution is money well-expended. 
We have now upon our streets one 
hundred and 
fifty arc lights, and 
have disposed entirely w ith 
oil and 
gas lamps. 
The new 
method 
of 
lighting gives, I believe, the best 
of 
satisfaction, and we have today one 
of the best lighted cities in the state 
of Wisconsin. 
There is 
now pending an action 
commenced by the 
city against the 
Janesville W ater company to deter­ 
mine the original cost of construct­ 
ing the water works, with the view of 
the city purchasing the same.

now employed Edward Ruger, en­ 
gineer, and J. 0. Card, expert account­ 
ant to examine the plans of the works 
and the statem ents furnished the city 
by the company, with the purpose of 
ascertaining for the city the original 
cost of the works. 
It is my judge­ 
ment th at the interests of the city 
would be best subserved 
by public 
ownership of the water works and I 
trust that upon the completion of the 
work now in 
the 
hands 
of Mr. 
Ruger and 
Mr. 
Card, 
the 
city 
will be in a position to become owner 
of the w ater works plant. 
Favors a Grade Book. 
Since my last message the city has 
purchased a stone crusher and steam 
roller. 
By means of these perm anent 
and substantial improvements can be 
made annually upon our streets in­ 
stead of the unsatisfactory and tempor­ 
ary work we have done in the past. 
At present we have very few streets 
which are on 
a regular 
and well 
established grade and 
we have no 
grade book where a record of our 
grades can be kept. 
It requires no 
lengthy argum ent to 
convince any 
business man or city father of the 
wisdom of having a system of grades 
established before we do much street 
building. 
A 
competent 
engineer 
should be employed to make a com­ 
plete record of all our streets in a 
* ‘grade book” where it will be easy of 
access to citizens w anting to build, to 
plant trees or make other improve­ 
ments, and when the city desires to 
improve a street put it at the proper 
grade the first time and have done 
with it. 
By this proceeding much 
money will be saved to all, and a city 
of beauty will result. 
I would recom­ 
mend th at ia the future as 
little 
money as possible be expended on 
mere repairs to streets, and th at as 
as far as may be practicable the work 
done upon our highways should be of 
a perm anent character. 
W ants To Trade Off Ladders. 
I must impress upon the council the 
need of greater care in the supervis­ 
ion of sidewalks. 
There are now a 
number of actions pending against the 
city for injuries claimed to have been 
caused by defective sidewalks. 
This 
m atter is one of the most im portant to 
us, and every member of the council 
should make it bis duty to see th at the 
walks in his ward are in a safe condi 
tion. 
Property owners should realize 
the importance of this question to 
themselves, and where they persist in 
disregarding this duty th at they owe 
to the public, th at of keeping their 
sidewalks safe f r the passerby, they 
should receive no indulgence from us. 
Tney should be compelled by all the 
means with which the charter arms us 
to discharge this reasonable duty to 
their fellow citizens. 
The fire departm ent is in good con­ 
dition, and has rendered excellent ser­ 
vice to the city during the past year. 
In my message of a vear ago I took 
occasion to bear down somewhat upon 
the aerial ladder. 
We still have the 
ladder and I still hrve my opinion of 
it—th a t it is a very useless piece of 
public property. 
I sincerely wish th at 
this council would get rid of it. 
It is 
not only of no use to us, but it is a 
m atter of 
heavy expense. 
I would 
recommend to the council th at the lad­ 
der be disposed of, or traded towards 
a chemical engine to be used in its 
place. 
Chemical engines are becom­ 
ing necessities in all well equipped fire 
departm ents, and are now in use in all 
the larger cities of the country. 


C hange In E ngine H ouse 
In this connection I would recom­ 
mend th at a change be made in th 
west side engine house. 
A site should 
be procured on West Milwaukee street 
near Academy, for a fire station, and 
the present building on River street 
remodeled so as to contain a room for 
the municipal court, together with a 
lockup for city prisoners, the council 
using the court room for its meetings, 
and the offices for the city clerk and 
treasurer being kept as they now are. 
I thick such change could be made for 
$7,500, and it would save the city the 
rent we now pay for the municipal 
coart room, and the expense of keep­ 
ing city prisoners in the jail. 
The 
present quarters for the firemen are 
small and unwholesome, and 
the 
council chamber and city offices are at 
times almost untenantable by reason 
of having the stables directly under­ 
neath them. 
These conditions should 
be changed, and they can only be 
changed by putting the fire departm ent 
into other quarters. Such a lot should 
be purchased as will afford sufficient 
room for a fire station and for a store­ 
house for the steam roller and other 
city tools. 
The committee on sewers have Dow 
under consideration the question of 
certain changes in the plan adopted 
by the city. 
The present plan con­ 
templates the discharge of at least 
three-fourths of the city sewage into 
the river above the lower dam. 
It is 
believed by many th at such 
plan 
would be dangerous to the health of 
the city, and the committee was in­ 
structed by the last council to exam­ 
ine into this m atter and see w hat 
changes should be made. 
The system 
should be so changed as to discharge 
the sewage into the river below the 
lower cotton mill. 
The m atter rests 
now in the committee’s hands.

raise by taxation ’ast year, in addi­ 
tion to the usual expenses of the city, 
$12 500 to day the floating debt

robe ited by the mayor’s notes given 
for borrowed 
money, 
for bridges, 
$2,800;

$11,312, and for the judgment fund; 
$1,250. 
This year there is no

property only. 
He recommends that as little mere 
repaii ing aB possible be done, and 
th at the work be of a permanent 
character. 
Therefore, the assumption 
is that be wants streets 
rebuilt. 
Macadamizing and re-maoadamizing 
can only be done by special assess­ 
m ent,as all street building and paving 
must be done. 
Therefore, the street 
roller and stone crusher are utterly 
useless—except when they work by 
special assessment—and according to 
the mayor’s idea, apparently,the work 
must be so done. 
Tax payers and 
pecparty owners, however, may re­ 
fuse to sign petitions for the work. 
Then what? 
A majority must sign before such 
work can be done, 
t'lty Has Three Grade Books Now. 


fie recommends the making of a 
"grade bock,”- but makes no recom­ 
mendation ub to what shall be done 
with the three grade books that the 
city now bap. 
These three books are 
on file in tho city clerk’s office, where 
they can be seen by any citizen, and 
cover the principal streets of the city. 
All grades therein have been accepted 
by the city council. 
The mayor 
was in fault when he said, ‘‘tho city 
has no grade books,’’and those now on 
file were made by competent engin­ 
eers. 
He wants to dispose of the aerial 
ladder. Does he think the fire depart­ 
ment can work without ladders? 
He 
says, ‘‘it is a heavy expense”; but 
wouldn’t any truck that the city could 
get, require a team of horses to haul 
it and a man to drive them? M otorcy­ 
cles have not yet been perfected. 
A 
small truck is "neither here nor there,” 
yet we must have a truck. 
Under the 
present regulation the large truck re­ 
sponds to alarms in the fire limits 
only, and the hose wagon, carrying 
ladders, 
goes 
to 
fires 
outside 
the 
fire 
limits. 
The 
hose 
lo this wagon has been used time and 
again, and when the truok is in ser­ 
vice, the wagon is in reserve. 
What 
better arrangement could be made ? 
A small truck woald be no improve­ 
ment outside the fire limits, and would 
be useless at a large fire in the bus­ 
iness part of the town, yet it would 
require a team of horses and a man, 
the same aB the present arrangement. 


Oacstlon Isn’t Debatable. 
He suggests trading the big truck 
for a chemical engine. 
Such a piece 
of apparatus would undoubtedly be of 
great service, but it would not take 
the place of ladders at a fire; the fire 
department cannot climb to a second 
story window on a quarter-inch stream 
from a chemical engine. 
Going with­ 
out 
ladders 
to 
get 
a 
chemical 
engine, 
woald 
be 
like 
going 
without 
hose 
to 
get 
another 
team of horses. 
The question of the 
need of a chemical engine may be 
debatable, bat the need of ladders 
at a fire is too apparent to call for a 
serious discussion. 
The idea of remodeling of the city 
hall, the moving of the fire station, 
etc., is not new. 
The recommenda­ 
tion that the municipal court be moved, 
thus saving the rent, has b3eu dis­ 
cussed before. 
The city council, how­ 
ever, cannot move 
the municipal 
court. 
That is wholly within Judge 
Phelps’ province. 
The city now pays 
one-third of the expenses and rent, 
and the rental, according to chapter 
315, 
laws of 
1891, 
cannot 
ex­ 
ceed $500. 
Therefore, 
The 
city 
cannot pay {more 
than 
$166.66 
a year for that purpose. 
The ar­ 
rangement suggested by the mayor 
provides no office for the judge, no 
office for the clerk and no jury room, 
all of which must be had, so perhaps 
under 
these circumstanses, 
Judge 
Phelps might not wish to move. 
Mayor Baines ako says that prop­ 
erty is appraised too low; that the 
plan of 
the sewerage 
should be 
changed; that the city should main­ 
tain a lockup; that sidewalks should 
be kept in repair; that the system of 
lighting g’ves the best satisfaction; 
that the practice of borrowing money 
on the mayor’s note was somewhat 
irregular, etc. 
He makes no recom­ 
mendations in reference to the mat­ 
ters mentioned.
